a serf. 

> mv. the count was a firm supporter 
of the government, while even at that 
ear ]y date there were evidences of dia- 
.uiiJolu among the people. The mur- 
murlngs were heard mostly among the 
higher classes, for the serfs were too 
Iguorant, too degraded, too used to con¬ 
soler their master, the -£wir, a divine 
being, to protest against anything that 
emanated from him. Young OrlofT was 
far in advance of the small farmer 
class, to which he belonged, supporting 
the few nobles and many Intellectual 
commoners who desired to see the au- 
t*>cracy of the government curbed and 
tLi«- lower classes educated.
